It was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Corporations. 


T U B NO F E N C E LAW . 
Assembly Bill No. 25—An Act to 
protect agriculture and to prevent the 
trespassing of animals upon private 
property in tlie counties of Fresno, Tu­ 
lare, Kern, Santa Barbara, San Luis 
Obispo and Monterey, introduced hy 
Ferguson, was taken up. 
Edgerton moved to amend section 
11 so as to make it read us follows: 
Section 11. 
All Acts and parts of 
Acts in conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed so far us the same ap­ 
ply to the territory embraced in the 
provisions of this Act; provided, that 
this repeal does not include or fffleet 
any Actor ¿Yets requiring railroads to 
lie l'enoed, and all such Acts shall re­ 
main in.full force. 
. 
The amendment was adopted with­ 
out debate. 
Edgerton moved to amend second 12 
so as to make the law go into effect in 
the counties of San Luis Obispo and 
Monterey on the 1st of July, 1874. 
Tile amendment was adopted w ith­ 
out debate. 
Edgerton lijoVetf to amend by ad­ 
ding to section 12: 
‘‘Provided that as 
to all lamis or parcels of lands in the 
county of Fresno, situated west of the 
San Joaquin Valley Railroad 
and 
south of the San Joaquin river, and 
south of King’s river, not cultivated, 
the Act shall not take effect and be in 
force until the 1st dav of November, 
A. 1). 1874 
After lengthy discussion the amend­ 
ment was adopted. 
Mr. Lindsey offered the following 
amendment: 
To amend Section 12 by inserting 
after the words “Tulare Luke” in said 
section and upon all cultivated lands 
fenced or unfcnced in said Tulare 
county. 
All lands plowed or sown 
within twelve months last past shall 
he deemed cultivated. 
The bill was passed.

This committee has not been notified 
of tin* passsage by the House of any 
resolution directing it to ask for or re­ 
ceive complaints of malpractice on 
tin* part of tin* railroad or its mana­ 
gers, nor is it aware that any of the 
members of that corporation belong to 
thejuedicfd profession, if that Vie the 
meaning to he placed upon the resolu­ 
tion of the 2Sd instant. If, however, 
it is intended to refer to the resolution 
passed by the House on the 12th day of 
December, “ inviting 
publishers of 
newspapers and others to furnish this 
committee with any substantial facts 
or circumstances that might have 
come under their observation in re­ 
gard to any discrimination in the 
«•barges on" freights and fares by 
the 
railroad 
companies 
of 
this 
State,” this committee respectfully 
reports to the House that the attention 
of the members of the eontmitto has 
been called to many most aggravated 
instances of what, if true, are most un­ 
just and oppressive discriminations in 
freight charges practiced upon citizens 
of this State by the railroad manage­ 
ment, in most cases palpably intended 
as measures of vindictive punishment 
inflicted upon them for running coun­ 
ter to railroad interests, especially on 
matters of independent political ac­ 
tion, but that such communications 
have been in every instance of a con­ 
fidential character, and in most cases 
not made until after exacting, for 
obvious reasons, a promise of f ho 
strictest secrecy. 
Your com m ittee 
therefore respectfully submits to the 
House tlie impropriety, and, indeed, 
the flagrant injustice of calling upon 
us, or even permitting the committee 
to disclose the names of those unfor­ 
tunate persons until such time as laws 
can be passed to protect them in their 
business and property rights from the 
anger of the railroad corporation now 
so powerful in this» State. The com­ 
mittee feel that it is only .just to the 
railroad management to say that they 
and the most of these oppressive acts 
to have occurred at a period dating 
hack, in most eases, over a year age, 
and that there is a marked improve­ 
ment in that respect within the last 
few months.

O u r gt> ti U niversity. 
The world aft'ords no wider Held for 
an intelligent and scientific farmer 
than is found in California. The great 
variety of soil and climate; the wide 
range of productions, and the necessity 
of irrigation, call for the exercise ol 


sí rea ter intelligence, and a higher de- 
s-ree of knowledge than agriculture 
usually does in the .Eastern States. 
The culture of the grape, and its 
manufacture into wine; the raising ot 
tobacco, silk, cotton, jute, the semi- 
tropical fruits and nuts, all, to be en­ 
tirely successful require an acquaint­ 
ance with the character of our soil, 
climate and conditions that can only 
be gained by a thorough, scientific 
training. To give this training was 
t he avowed object in establishing the 
State University. How far that object 
has been attained the people of this 
State well know. That the just cx- 
pectations of the industrial classes, 
those engaged in the mechanical arts, 
as well as the farmers, have been dis­ 
appointed is evident to all. By the 
influence of the Grangers this m atter 
has been brought to the attention of 
the Legislature. The management of 
the University is to be investigated, 
and it is to be hoped that means will 
be provided by which the original de­ 
sign of the institution will be carried 
out. We want a college that will furn­ 
ish to the farmer, the mechanic and 
t lie artisan of our State, the training 
in his own peculiar field, that the pro­ 
fessional man receives for his calling. 
There are unlimited possibilities ex­ 
isting in our fertile soil, and untold 
wealth buried in our mountain ranges- 
The aid of science is demanded that 
we may realize these grand possibil­ 
ities. The untrained abilities of our 
industrial classes have accomplished 
much, but with the assistance th at is 
their due, they can eflbct a great deal 
more. Congress made its munificent 
grant in the interest of the toiling 
millions, and not for the benefit of the 
few whom wealth had already placed 
beyond the need of assistance. L et us 
have a management of the University 
that will make labor popular. Let the 
poor but ambitious youth of our State 
‘tie encouraged to work their way 
ilflough the University, and let no 
man be placed in a position connected 
iv it it it whose influence will not add 
t«i the dignity of labor. 


The Wool-Crowara. 


The adjourned m eetiugof the Wool- 
t ¡rowers’ Convention will be held at 
liic Court-house to-day, convening at 
eleven o’clock. The most important 
matter that will come before the meet­ 
ing is the report of the committee 
appointed at the last meeting to draft 
articles of association. The aim und 
.*■ cope of this association will, however, 
we take it, form the subject of discus­ 
sion, and at the risk of repetition 
we will again urge upon the grow­ 


e r s the importance of taking tim e by 
i tic forelock, and in a measure prcpar- 
ing for the changed conditions that 
are likely to effect the production of 
wool in the future. 
it is essential to the success of our 
wool interests that a depot for the col­ 
lection of the product of southern Cal­ 
ifornia shall he established. In con­ 
nection with this should be a scouring 
and baling establishment. Then our 
wools could be collected and graded. 
They could be held here and attract 
buyers, or through the association, 
could be shipped to the East. Such an 
arrangement 
would 
enable 
small 
farmers to go into the production of 
wool in connection with their other 
business. 
By raising alfalfa any 
farmer can profitably keep a small 
hand of sheep, and if improved breeds 
are introduced, it only needs a reliable 
home m arket to make the raising of 
sheep by our small farmers one of the 
most profitable adjuncts of their busi­ 
ness. It will depend largely on the 
action of this Convention whether 
these expectations will be realized. 


m Suggestion to t h l Board o f Su­ 
pervisor*. 


Perhaps it may not l»e amiss to sug­ 
gest to our Board of Supervisors that 
it would be a good thing to establish 
a county alms-house. A quarter sec­ 
tion of land could be procured in some 
• ligible location, and suitable build­ 
ings erected for a moderate sum. 
Then we should have a place of refuge 
for those in need of assistance, where 
everyone capable of performing any 
kind of labor could have a chance to 
help in earning their living. 
Proper­ 
ly managed, such 
an 
institution 
would furnish an economical and 
effectual means of reaching the poor 
and destitute. 
It would in a few 
years 
become 
self-sustaining, and 
our poor, instead of being a burden 
10 the community, would be able to 
earn their own living. 
In view of the 
fact that the sick and destitute that 
are constantly applying for aid are 
from all parts of the Pacific Coast, and 
many of the Eastern States, we think 
it probable that the Legislature could 
be easily prevailed upon to grant as­ 
sistance in erecting 
the buildings. 
Lavish sums have been expended by 
the Hi ate in building asylums at Napa 


and Stockton, but nothing lms Coon 
done for Southern California. 
Wo cannot but think that if our Su­ 
pervisors would take the initiative, 
they could secure ample assistance, 
aud that in u few years an institution 
that would be a credit to our county 
might be built up. Throughout the 
East the policy of connecting alms­ 
houses with a farm whereon the labor 
of the inmates may be used to advan­ 
tage has m et with universal success, 
and lias everywhere been adopted. 
Let Los Angeles be the first to put 
such an institution in working order 
in this part of the State. 


Sound Advice to Grangers. 


We give place to the following sen­ 
sible article, which we clip from a late 
issue of the California Granger, as be­ 
ing applicable to the present move­ 
ments of t lie seventeen Granges of Los 
Angeles and San Bernardino counties. 
Wo commend its careful perusal to our 
large arm y of Granger readers: 
If the Grangers make a mistake, und 
fail to accomplish the reforms for 
which they have set out, it will be in 
this one thing—in supposing that they 
can do anything without money. The 
men who have combined against them 
are men of means, and of large ideas. 
They project great schemes, and draw 
on tlieir purses to carry them out. If 
millifi^- are required to control legis­ 
lation, to build canals or railroads, to 
charter vessels and control the grain 
market—the millions arc forthcoming. 
Moreover, they do not publish in the 
papers, nor commit to thoughtless per­ 
sons. what they intend to do a year in 
advance. Wc do not of course approve 
their methods altogether, especially in 
the m atter of special legislation—the 
men who have votes, if they stand to­ 
gether, are more than the men who 
have money. We may, nevertheless, 
adopt in the Grange some of the sug­ 
gestions furnished by these men, us 
men of business. 
First, then, let us not dream of effect­ 
ing any business reform 
without 
money.' We arc not quite sure that 
wc have not been a little spoiled 
already in this respect. By a fortu­ 
nate train of circumstances, we saved 
last year many thousands of dollars, 
at a cost of less than a few hundreds. 
But this cannot always be, and we 
cannot reasonably expect it, Nor can 
we hope for reform to be inaugurated 
by those who have heretofore, and do 
now control the business of the coun­ 
try to our disadvantage. They have 
invested their money with a view to 
making other money, and they pro­ 
ceed just as we should expect business 
men to do always in like circum­ 
stances, and just as the Grangers mu9t 
do if they hope to make headway. 
Resolutions and propositions are so 
plenty as to be a drug on the market— 
considerably below’ par. They amount 
to nothing. A thousand or two of 
them do not obstruct the path of a 
man who has money and is intent on 
making more. Before the speculators 
feel much annoyed by the Grangers, 
the latter will be in the field with 
money, and with agencies to charter 
ships, to purchase grain,to loan money, 
to build factories, and to do whatever 
else is needful to be done. Until that 
time, notwithstanding our resolves 
and feasible plans, and well-laid com­ 
plaints, we expect things to go on 
about the same as usual. Our Exe­ 
cutive Committee may meet month 
alter month, and issue advisory and 
iiortatory circulars to no purpose, un­ 
til a fund is placed at their command 
to be used in seizing upon the opjior- 
tunities they see passing, and until 
every subordinate Orange has a fund 
at the disposal of its trustees. Sup­ 
pose the committee be composed of 
responsible men —will they assume 
the responsibility of transacting busi­ 
ness for the Grange, and trust to the 
caprice of a scanty quorum for reim­ 
bursement ? Or can they us etheirdis­ 
cretion as business men without know­ 
ing beforehand what support they will 
have ? Unless they are supposed to 
advance their own means, many an 
opportunity will be allowed to pass 
before the heavy machinery of the 
Grange can be got in motion to grind 
out the money necessary to avail 
themselves of it. But the necessity, 
or at least the convenience, we will 
suppose admitted. 
The how, is the second point to be 
determined. The subject lias been one 
of serious thought to us, and in the ab­ 
sence of any example parallel to our 
case, tlie outline suggested is to some 
extent original, and is held subject to 
revision. 
In the first place then, we 
must bear in mind the fact, that the 
Granges of this State represent an im ­ 
mense capital—busing our estimate on 
known facts, we should say not less 
than seventy-five millions (75,000,008) 
of dollars, oran average of five-hund­ 
red thousand ($500,000) dollars each. 
(This estimate is far too low we are 
satisfied, but it is sufficient for our pur­ 
pose.) 
Now, 
let each subordinate 
Grange establish a fund, call it a bank­ 
ing fund or a business fund, or what 
you will—equal to one-twentieth of its 
ability, that is, following the average 
$25,000—said fund to be taken as capi­ 
tal 
stock 
in 
shares 
apportioned 
among the members of the Grange. 
This 
would 
give 
an 
aggregate 
fund of three millions seven hund­ 
red 
und 
fifty 
thousand 
($3,750,­ 
000) dollars. 
Now, set apart as a 
state fund, subject to the control of the 
Executive Committee as a board of di­ 
rectors—say ten percent—that is,three 
hundred and seventy-five thousand 
($375,000) dollars; the balance to be re­ 
tained by the several subordinate 
Granges, to carry 
out their local 
schemes of co-operation, to loan'indi- 
viduals, etc. Here we have means 
quite sufficient to conduct the business 
of the Granges of this State, made 
available for buying, selling, loaning, 
or doing anything else that, m aybe 
done in their interest. The central 
fund, with its several branches, m ay 
be used as banks use their money, each 
board of trustees being a local board of 
directors. 
Money may be drawn at 
will whenever there is most need of it, 
and applied as the exigencies of the 
case may require. 
We do not propose in this article to 
enter more fully into the details of our 
plan. Suffice it to say, that some mtch 
plan, by which the Grangers will be 
enabled to conduct their business on 
business principles and on a safe basis, 
mu*t be adopted, or they must give up 
the struggle. Talk, talk, ta lk ! We 
have had enough of it—and yet, arc 
but little better oif than in the begin­ 
ning. To be sure, we have established 
an agency in San Francisco, and an 
agency iii each subordinate Grange, 
and these are doing a noble thing for 
us, in their way. But we need some­ 
thing more. As far as we have gone 
we are right, but we have not gone far 
enough. The advice of Horace Gree­ 
ley to a certain young mail, is applica­ 
ble: “ Secure independence first; and 
then you can do what your inclination 
suggests.” 
Grangers, you must put 
up money, money ! MONEY!! and 
then, you can do what you please. 
W ithout it you can do NOTHING. 


Fun Ahead. 


II the following from the Turf, Fi<(d 
and Farm is to be relied on, another 
exciting race isou hand, and the nerve 
of our champion horse is to be tried 
again by Eastern stock. That paper 
says: 
“We arc in receipt ol a letter from 
Homewood & Johnson, under date of 
Westfield, N. Y., January 10th, who 
seem to be considerably riled at 11 it* 
strictures of the California press in 
noticing 
tlieir 
challenge to Thud 
Stevens. It appears these gentlemen 
not only mean business but arc deter­ 
mined to beard the lion in his den. 
They say: 
‘We have no desire to 
make n reputation for our horse by 
senseless 
puffery 
in a newspaper, 
neither have we a desire to solicit pat­ 
ronage on the Pacific Slope; hut we do 
want to beat Tbad Stevens, and calcu­ 
late to be able to do so. At least we 
shall make the endeavor, and 
with 
this view will start for California with 
our stable in June next, when we 
shall show Treat and his newspaper 
hackers that we mean business. We 
have no wish to disparage the Cali­ 
fornia horse Occident; but it will be 
recollected that the 
Chronicle 
and 
other local papers were as enthusiastic 
in his praise one time as they are now 
of Tlmd Stevens; and yet lie was 
beaten to a standstill by the two 
Eastern mares, Goldsmith Maid and 
Lucy. St. James, another Eastern 
horse, lias also beaten the crack trot­ 
ters of the Pacific Coast; and we fur­ 
thermore believe that Tliad Stevens 
would have been beaten in his great 
race by both True Blue and Joe Dan­ 
iels if they had been in proper condi­ 
tion, with anything like a fair show. 
We are willing to take our chances 
with George Treat, and will leave 
with our stables for San Francisco 
early in June, to try conclusions with 
him.’ ” 


Particulars Regarding the Death 
of the Siam ese Twins. 


A dispatch from Mount Airy, North 
Carolina, was published in New York 
on the 25th inst., giving an interest­ 
ing conversation between a corres­ 
pondent and Dr. Hollingsworth, who 
was the first physician to arrive at the 
residence of the Siamese twins after 
tlieir death. Dr. Hollingsworth does 
not believe that Eng’s death was caus­ 
ed by any vital connection op artery 
passing through the ligament connect­ 
ing the twins, He does not believe in 
the existence of any vital connections, 
He has attended them frequently when 
one lias been sick, the other in good 
health, and ofteu noticed their two 
pulses beat tobe different to the m in­ 
ute. Eng's death was undoubtedly due 
to the shock and terror Inspired by his 
union with Chang’s dead body. An at­ 
tempt to sever the ligament after 
Chang's death would only have hast­ 
ened the deatli of Eng. The friends 
maintain that an artery was contained 
in the ligament,and that after Chang's 
death the blood from Eng's body flow­ 
ed into his, but there was no response 
to the action, aud Eng died from ex­ 
haustion and loss of blood. Up to the 
time of Eng’s death the ligament was 
quite warm to the point where it en­ 
tered Chung’s body. The ligament is 
four inches wide and as thick »s a 
man’s wrist, and the one pavpl pf the 
twins is in tiie centre. Meanwhile the 
bodies have been temporarily interred. 


A late W ashington dispatch says; 
That Senator Jores will not introduce 
his bill to provide for a Commission 
to report upon the practicability of ir* 
rigating, or tilling witii water, the ba­ 
sins of the Colorado desert, in South­ 
ern California, until the rei>ort of the 
engineer who explored the country 
near the mouth of the Colorado river 
is received. This is now expected, as 
strong influence will be brought to 
liear to secure the passage of the bill. 
The expenses of the survey made last 
summer were paid by Senator Jones, 
and the expedition was planned by W. 
S. Mason, of San Francisco. 


The Michigan State Grangers, in 
Convention at Kalamazoo, have adopt­ 
ed a resolution, declaring that rail­ 
roads are amenable- to regulation as 
much as plunk and gravel road com­ 
panies; that the Legislature has as 
much right to regulate tlieir charges 
as to fix turnpike tolls or charges of 
millers for grinding grain. 
Accom­ 
panying this assertion of rigid is an 
appeal to the railroad companies to 
remember that their interests are 
identical with those of the farmers, 
and not to kill, by exorbitant prices, 
tlie agricultural goose that lays the 
golden egg. 


Tlie managers of the Nevada lottery 
for the benefit of the Insane Asylum, 
write that the drawing will come oft 
on March 4th us heretofore announced, 
the Supreme Court not having in­ 
hibited it, but only declared against 
some other lotteries belonging to an­ 
other scheme. 
In San Francisco last week the 
deaths were % persons, against an 
average of 71 for corresponding week-» 
the past six years. The males num ­ 
bered 56; females, 40; whites, 87; blacks 
1; copper-colored, 8. 
Born in Califor­ 
nia, 34; in other ¡States, 15; in Ireland, 
19; other foreign countries, 26; includ­ 
ing 8 Chinese, and the nativity of two 
decedents was unknown. 
A limb fell across the Oleína stage 
in the redwoods, in Marin county, last 
Thursday, and injured James Stocker, 
of Ban Rafael, hut not seriously. The 
top of the stage was completely demol­ 
ished, and as there were six passen­ 
gers in it at the tim e, it seems won­ 
derful that no one was injured. 
The Supreme Court of California lias 
denied tlie application of F. F. Gal­ 
lardo to have Patrick Reddy deprived 
of the privilege of practicing as an at­ 
torney. 
Captain George Kimball, of the 
schooner Alaska, while in a fit of de­ 
lirium tremens, leaped overboard and 
was drowned on the 15th of December. 
Tiie vessel was on her way from San 
Francisco to Rogue river.

Bunker Hill. 


A little over ¡i year more, and the 
100th anniversary of the Battle of 
Blinker Hill will take place. A little 
band of heroes, then inaugurated a 
struggle, which brought untold results. 
It is very fitting that tlieir deeds should 
lie commemorated. 
The nut ion at 
large is very justly arranging for a 
celebration on an extensive scale, of 
the centennial anniversary of this 
event. This will instil patriotic impulse 
into the souls of those of the coining 
generations, and prepares them for tiie 
struggles, which they, in life, must 
undergo. Overhanging I,os Angeles 
is a hill similar to Bunker H ill—nay, 
it is larger. 
From it all the city can 
l>o seen and the country for miles 
around. On this hill also, are m ilitary 
marks, the remnants of a fort, which 
was built for tin* protection of liberty 
in this State. This hill has an ave­ 
nue running along its crest, and our 
friend (Beaudry, through whose in­ 
fluence chiefly it lias been opened, lias 
very appropriately named it Bunker 
Hill avenue. The City Surveyor has 
been ordered to define tin- grades and 
linesofOlive,Charity.and Bunker Hill 
avenue, from Hill to H o p ; Second 
street, and Temple street, from H ilt 
to Hope. This will bring these lands 
within easy reaeli of the business part 
of the city.' The distance to the Court 
House is less than it is from tlie Turn­ 
ers Hall. 
Mr. Beaudi v being the owner, by 
perfect and indisputable title, offers 
the following scheme, believing that 
it supplies a felt want. 
His various tracts have been sur­ 
veyed, ami platted in lots of conveni­ 
ent size for residences, upwards of two 
hundred in number, and the maps, to­ 
gether with nlratracts of title, are kept 
for public inspection at ids office, op­ 
posite the Pico House.

West. 


The Navy Depart me nl ha 
com pleted its preparations 
nearly 
for t he 
grand naval drill in the Florida Chan­ 
nel, off Key W est. 
Commodore Fox- 
hall A. Parker, author of the “ Naval 
Tactics,” lias been appointed Chi a of 
.Staff to Rear Admiral Case, the senior 
officer in com m and of th e fleet origin­ 
ally concentrated at Key West to com­ 
m ence wurl Ike operations against the 
Spaniards in tlie W est Indies, t om- 
modore Parker will, under the com­ 
m and of his superior officer, superin­ 
tend tin- details of tlie drill, which 
will em brace all tlie naval evolutions 
under steam and sail. 
Commodore 
Parker is a native of New York, and 
entered tlie navy from V irginia in Ih;í9. 
During bsiil and lMt>2 lie was Execu­ 
tive Officer of the Navy Yard here. Af­ 
ter the battle of Bull Run he garrison­ 
ed F ort Ellsw orth with 2Ó0 seamen 
and m arines, thus checking the ad­ 
vance of the Confederates, aiding in 
rallying our scattered battalions and 
saving A lexandria, 
in August, 1873, 
he commanded the naval battery on 
Morris Island, Charleston Harbor,‘anil 
after various services, in 1804 was as­ 
signed to the command of the Potomac 
llotilla. 
D uring this tim e Commo­ 
dore P arker was engaged in perfecting 
his system of tactics, which, it is said 
by com petent naval critics, is the 
most complete extant, as applied 
to 
m odern 
naval 
warfare. 
The 
Navy D epartm ent lias sent to the fleet 
a complete outfit of day and night sig­ 
nalling apparatus, to which it is pro­ 
posed to give a thorough test. Tlie 
code of flag signals lias been radically 
revised and improved, and a new style 
of signal lights lias been adopted. 
The grandeur of tlie naval pageant is 
assured by the high character and ser­ 
vices of the officers in com m and of 
the fleet and vessels, all of whom have 
had experience in active war. R ear 
A dm iral Case, who will have chief 
command, figured at the capture of 
Vera 
Cruz, Alvarado 
and 
Tobas­ 
en, and 
in 
the 
hotly 
contested 
naval 
attacks 
on 
H utteras 
and 
Roanoke Island, and served as fleet 
captain in all tlie general active opera­ 
tions on th e A tlantic coast. Rear Ad­ 
m iral Scott, second in command, also 
took a prom inent part in the blockad­ 
ing squadrons on the A tlantic during 
the rebellion. The vessels, including 
the largest frigates of th e A m erican 
navy, are commanded by such officers 
as Franklin, W hiting, Ransom, .Simp­ 
son, Rliind, Caldwell, Traxton, Beau­ 
mont, C arter, Badger, Lowry, Wells, 
Braine, Fillebrown, Cushing, Reed, 
W atters, Gates, Jew ett, K ane and 
Benlnun. The drill will not take place 
till after the arrival of tlie Ossipee, 
which will undergo some slight repairs 
at Norfolk, consuming tw o days, and 
will then sail for Key W est.

growth. These are set off' with flow­ 
ers which grew in the open air, and 
evergreens ju st washed clean by re­ 
freshing rains. There are few places, 
even in the tropics, where such a sight 
can lie seen in the middle’of winter. 


Tlie A m ador Dispatch of January 
24th says: 
Wo were shown several very rich 
specimens of cinnibar, or quicksilver 
ore, taken from a new ly discovered 
‘m ine in EL Dorado county, about four 
or five miles from the village of E n­ 
terprise, in this county.
